FARM WORK FOR OBJECTORS 


“WAR" AND “ EXCESS" PROFITS 


"By a war-profits tax we mean a tax upon 
profits in excess of those realized before the war. 
“By an excess-profits tax we mean a tax upon 
vrofits in excess of a given return upon capital. 
“The theory of a war-profits tax is to tax profits 
due to the war. 
“The theory of an excess-profits tax is to tax 
profits over and above a given return on capital, l'he 
excess-profits tax falls less heavily 011 big business 
than on small business, because big business is gen­ 
erally over-capitalized and small businesses aré often 
under-capitalized. 
“The war-profits tax would tax all v» ar profits 
at one high ra te : the excess-profits tax does and for 
ksafetv m ust tax all excess profits at lower and grad­ 
uated rates.” 
The above extract from Secretary of the 1 reas- 
urv M cAdoo’s testim ony before the house way s and 
means committee gives his differentiation between 
war-proffts and excess-profits taxes and explains his 
position in urging upon congress an excess-profits 
tax with an alternative war-profits tax in the forth­ 
coming revenue legislation. 
To the average citizen Secretary M cAdoo s posi­ 
tion seems well taken. 
M ost small and local cor­ 
porations are capitalized at an actual valuation. 
M ost of the very large corporations are greatly over­ 
capitalized : the stock of some of them has been re­ 
peatedly watered. 
\\ ith only an excess-profits tax 
a corporation earning ten per cent on grossly watered 
capital will pay the same tax as another corporation 
not o\'er-capi tali zed earning ten per cent on the real, 
actual valuation of the money and property invested 
in its busines. 
The profits of the first corporation 
m ight be thirty per cent 011 its actual valuation, apd 
it is to cover such cases that a war-profits tax is 
urged. 
As many of these large corporations are erigaged 
in government work and draw ing huge sums from 
the United States, it seems particularly just that 
they shduld pay taxes on the same actual basis as 
corporations not over-capitalized. 
A tax that taxes 
equally a ten per cent profit 011 watered capital and a 
ten per cent profit on unwatered capital is not equal 
aad uniform and scarcely just. 


THE WAY THE WORLD SWINGS 


A solution of the conscientious objector prob­ 
lem has been found. 
It. is one with which any honest 
objector—and there are some—can find 110 fault. 
It is cultivating the soil. 
* 
These men are given furloughs from military 
service at the training camps and are sent to work 
on farms. 
They receive standard wages/ but every ­ 
thing above $30 a m onth— the pay of the I nited 
States private—m ust be turned over to the Red 
Cross or some similar fund. 
It is reported that eighty -eight conscientious 
objectors have gone into agricultural pursuits from 
Camp Maede, 100 from Camp Lee and many others 
from Camp Tay lor. 
Final arrangem ents are being, 
completed for those in num erous other cantonments. 
These furkjughed farm ers work under strict 
regulations laid down by the war departm ent. 
They 
are supervised, and moYithly reports of their con­ 
duct and effectiveness a re ^submitted to their camp 
commanders. 
If they prove to be good farm ers, their services 
should go a long way tow ard relieving the shortage 
of farm labor in some localities'. 
Tilling the soil 
is a wholesome occupation, one that should make 
for the peace of mind and health of body of the 
conscientious objectors. 
If they appreciate « their 
blessings, they Hvill work with all their skill and 
energy . 
For slackers, a less agreeable solution can 
be found.

The Swiss have been Switzers first, fo r cen­ 
turies, but their speech lwis ever colored their sy mpa­ 
thies. 
The French-speaking Swiss of the western 
cantons have been Frenchm en in n# l save political 
relationships for generation upon generation, and 
the same rule of speech holds good with those whose 
native tongue is Germ an or Italian. 
This is, of 
course, wholly to be expected. 
Swiss sy mpathies in the great war have been 
divided correspondingly and, as the German Swiss 
are in the m ajority , the Swiss government has, more 
than once, appeared to lean tow ard Prussia. 
N eu­ 
trality has been observed with commendable £ are, 
however, and the Swiss have guarded their borders 
with their excellent army , interned stra> aviators and 
w andering soldiers, handled exchanged prisoners and 
repatriated civilians with formal correctness and to 
the satisfaction of every belligerent. 
B ut Swiss journalists and publicists, no doubt 
inspired in many cases by the Germans, have been 
active in the Central Pow ers’ behalf. There has been 
110 interference with such German refugees—and 
there have been many of them— who from Swiss 
soil have undertaken to point their country men to 
the error of their w ay s; hut the bulk of the little 
republic’s literary output has served the purposes of 
Potsdam , and the sy mpathies of the mass of the pop­ 
ulation have unquestionably been anti-ally . 
Now W ashington sends out the cheering word 
that things are changing. 
The German-speaking 
Swiss have seen the light, and public opinion in their 
cantons has veered sharply until today it almost- 
coincides with that of the French-speaking sections, 
ardently pro-ally from the first. 
Even the German 
new spapers realize this, and they view the change 
w ith foreboding. 
T he change, indeed, is a perfectly natural one. 
T he Swiss have ever been sturdy democrats, and 
no republic which is truly republican can call the 
Hohenzollerns and the H apsburgs friends. 
The vic­ 
tory of the Allied cause over the sy mpathies induced 
by blood and race is a very real one. 
It shows the 
way the world swings.

J udge Bordwell was supported* by the Times, which 
ex ploited his tirades aga inst the ex pense of sta te gov ­ 
ernment and used columns of editorial space in v itupera­ 
tiv e attacks on the v arious sta te commissions. 
Et^rv 
effort possible was made in this part of the sta te to 
galv anize this issue into some sem blance of life; but 
the campaign was a flat failure. The people took only a 
languid interest in the charges, and J udge Bordwell 
polled only a handfull of v otes. 
He is a capable man 
and in the past has shown great political strength in 
ljoa Angeles county . 
In this matter, howev er, he did 
not “ get a rise’’ out of the people at all. 
The same thing happened in the north with Hay es; 
his campaign met with no response and his v ote was a 
joke. 
There is only one logical deduction that can be made 
from the v ote for Bordwell and Ha y es— the people are 
pretty well satisfied that the v arious sta te com m issions 
are doing good work and filling a needed place in the 
administration of the state. 
At lea st, it is ev ident that 
they are in no mood to see any unfriendly and destructiv e» 
rev ision of the sy stem. 
Stephens and Rolph both stood 
forward as defenders of the sta te com m issions as they 
were dev eloped during the J ohnson administration, and 
they were the men who receiv ed most of the v otes in 
both the Republican and Democratic primaries. 
Now the Press is not going to say that consolida ­ 
tions and a djustments should not be made in the sta te 
commissions and hoards; the writer is v ery decided in 
the v iew that a discriminating and just inv estiga tion will 
make it ev ident that the ov erhead ex pense could be 
reduced by consolidations and elimina tions. 
Some inde­ 
pendent hoards or commissions could he made depart­ 
ments of others, or the work they are now doing could 
be handled at somewhat less ex pense by bureaus already 
in ex istence. 
War time economy in these matters should 
he enforced but the rev ision of the sy stem should be 
made by friends rather than enem ies and with a clear 
recognition of the important humanitarian work a ccoji 
plished by the v arious unsalaried boards and commis­ 
sions of the state. 
It Is quite ev ident from the v ote on 
Tuesday that this is the v iew taken by the people of the 
state.

Thirty-three years of 
Willard 
his­ 
tory is an interesting history 
of 
de 
velopment of batteries. Willard made 
his first battery 
in 
Minn., in 
1885, 
thirty-three years ago, and his inspira­ 
tion cam e from two French scientists 
— Plante and Faure. 
The Connector, 
published in the interest of still better 
Willard service, recites 
the 
devolp- 
nient of W illard’s industry as follows: 
The Plante battery was composed 
of plate* subdivided into as large a 
surface as possible, which were formed 
to produce oxide of lead cither with 
face or in interstices. 
The Faure bat­ 
tery was composed of a peice of lead 
with the oxide of lead on each side, 
all wrapped in a strip of Canton flan­ 
nel. 
While studying the 
Faure 
bat­ 
tery, Mr. Willard etwfeeived the idea 
of perforating the lead plate and 
fil­ 
ling the perforations with the oxides. 
This was the original “ grid." 
Crude, 
difficult to make 
and 
probably 
not 
highly efficient, this w as the seed from 
which our mighty business lms grown. 
Mr. Willard’s first battery was com­ 
posed of a series of these perforated 
plates placed in 
a 
waterproof 
box, 
coated on the inside with asphaltum. 
Pices of canves or duck hung on strips 
of wood 
\ver§ 
used 
for 
separators. 
This battery w as charged by a genera­ 
tor which Mr. Willard made. 
'1 can 
remember very distinctly,” 
Mr , Wil­ 
lard says, “ that I operated this genera­ 
tor from a gas engine which was used 
to run the elevator in a building— aft­ 
er I had cultivated the acquaintaince 
of the elevator man. 
The owner of the 
building noticed his bills going up and 
investigated. 
The result of this in­ 
vestigation w as that I ceased to be a 
tenant in that building. 
Finances— or the lack of them— and 
the need for “ more than one meal a 
d ay” stopped further experiments, and 
to quote Mr. Willard again, "I went 
to 
work.” 
After 
several 
years 
of 
mechanical 
drafting 
In 
Minn, 
and 
Cleveland, Mr. Willard weiu to New 
York as 
a draftsman 
for 
Bartlett 
& 
Vonderliew, 
Wood 
Engravers, 
19 4 
Broadway. 
His wark was piece work 
and during his idle time he became in­ 
terested in a 
machine 
in 
the 
shop 
which was used to cut lines or grooves 
in type 
metal 
plates to 
make 
tint 
blocks. 
This gave him an idea. 
Why 
could not a storage battery plate be 
made in the sam e way? 
Again he decided 
to 
experiment 
and found that this ilia chine would 
not only make grooves in a lead plate 
but that it would also turn up the sur­ 
face, furrowlike, and increase the area 
of the plate eight or ten times. 
This 
increased area was of great value in a 
Plante plate and Mr. Willard im m edia­ 
tely recognized the value of such an in­ 
vention. 
So enthusiastic was he, that 
he returned to Ohio and finally in 189 2 
located in Norwalk, a small town west 
of Cleveland, where a small labratory 
was built. 
After enlisting co-opera­ 
tion, financial and otherwise, Mr. Wil­ 
lard developed and perfected the W il­ 
lard 
Plante 
battery, 
which 
subse­ 
quently was used by all rail 
roads in 
the United States for car lighting as 
well as in a large number of central 
electric lighting stations and 
street 
railway lighting stations. 
About 3 89 4 
the Willard Electric & Battery Com­ 
pany 
was 
formed, 
which 
manufac­ 
tured batteries for dental use and for 
the use of physicians in cautery work, 
and for the operation of Edison phono­ 
graphs. The little laboratory w as *>on 
outgrown and the year 19 16 rt arked 
the removal of the Willard Electric 
& Battery Company to Cleveland. 
Here in a little factory ar No. 6 
Sheriff 
street, with 
about ten 
em ­ 
ployes, the output was increased and 
other types of batteries were manu­ 
factured. 
Blue vitriol batteries then 
in use by the 
telegraph com panies 
were superseded by Willard batteries; 
much of the product was used by fire 
departments all over the country for 
signal 
system s. 
This 
business 
was 
not easy to get,.for like many inven­ 
tions, which are eormuon-place today, 
no demand existed at that time for 
them. 
Willard batteries for such uses 
had to be perfected first and then 
sold. 
During the trying tim es of ex ­ 
periments the encouragement of de­ 
mand did not exist. 
But one man 
knew 
that 
Willard 
batteries 
were 
more efficient than those then in use 
and this conviction on his part carried 
him through. 
Again, rapid growth made a move 
necessary. 
In 189 9 the factory 'was 
moved to 49 Wood street. 
At this 
place 
seventy-five 
men 
were 
em ­ 
ployed, two of them— Mr. W. Redmond 
and Mr. W. K. Eilert (who had been 
>*ith Mr. Willard for som etim e pre­ 
viously) are still with the company. 
New lines covering practically every 
application of storage batteries were 
taken on, and it was about this time 
that 
the electric vehicle 
began 
to 
emerge 
from 
obscurity. 
The 
first 
electric vehicle battery had been made 
a few years before for Mr. A. L. Riker, 
who is now vice-president and chief 
engineer 
of 
the 
Locomobile 
Com­ 
pany, and was the first commercial 
builder of electric vehicles. 
During 
these years we made a number of ve­ 
hicle batteries for Mr, Riker, which 
in addition to all the other lines pro­ 
duced a business which outgrew the 
capital invested. 
The business was 
very profitable, was expanding rapid­ 
l y but was financially handicapped. 
J ’Sipe & Sigler, manufacturing jew ­ 
elers, owned the building we were 
occupying.” says Mr. Willard, “ and as 
they had discontinued ihoir m anufac­ 
turing business, we formed a partner­ 
ship with them in 189 9 . 
With this 
added financial hacking the affairs of 
the Willard Electric & Baltery Com­ 
pany 
progressed 
very 
satisfactorily, 
and 
among 
other 
large 
contracts 
which we had was one for $100,000 for 
a central station and another for $75,- 
000 for the Naval Academy at An­ 
napolis." 
About this tim e the Com­ 
pany was occupying two floors of the 
Sipe & Sigler building and em ploying 
about throe hundred men.

much for a tire to carry safely.

most as important where
